Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants were encouraged to focus on the pending claims and to 
amend them to be of allowable scope. Allowable scope was discussed in previous Office actions. Applicants were 
encouraged to delete claims to unlimited, undisclosed fragments and variants of the elected proteins, as well as to 
undisclosed proteins encoded by polynucleotides that hybridize under indefinite conditions. Applicants were advised 
that broadening the claims would not render them allowable and that claims to multiple and different non-elected 
inventions would be withdrawn. Mr. Hey presented data similar to that in the specification. Regarding scope and A, B 
and C proteins, Applicants have elected a clearly preferred A protein and a B and a C protein. Applicants were advised 
that they could present claims to the elected invention reciting a complex of a tetramer of the elected A protein + 1 B + 
1 C proteins. Markush groups of a reasonably searchable number of B and C proteins (3-4), including those elected, 
may possibly be presented, subject to the required special approval for searching extra sequences and based on the 
amount of time that Examiner has for each case. Restriction of future claims may be required . 
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
